The ordinance approved 
Monday night, which amends 
the original measure creating 
and establishing the Police 
Department, establishes the 
rank of lieutenant-colonel to 
replace the existing position of 
assistant chief, eliminates the 
position of chief of detectives 
and establishes three captain 
ranks, one of which is to be 
filled by the present chief of 
detectives. 

The three new divisions 
created by the ordinance in 
clude investigative, ‘patrol and 
service: with command 
assignments for each division to 
be made by the chief of police 
from the rank of ca 

The bill also " 
lieutenant anks and nine 
sergeant ranks. The depart 
ment has been operating with 


four lieutenants and four 
sergeants 

In addition, the measure 
provides that the department 
may hire five civilian dispat- 
chers to handle radio and desk 
work, thus relieving regular 
officers now in those positions 
for active police work. 

This phase of the revisions 
will not be implemented until 
later this year after preparation 
of the ‘city’s 1974-75 ap- 
propriation bill which mus 
provide salaries for the civilian 
employes not now on the force.

Other phases of the revision 
include elimination of the 
canine patrol and merger of the 
present Traffic Division with 
the new Patrol Division.

Theft ring suspects

Twenty-eight men, indicted in 
connection with thefts from 
railroad cars in the Terminal 
Railroad Association's yards in 
Madison County are scheduled 
to be arraigned at 3 p.m 
Monday in U.S. District Court at 
Alton.

Faster energy solutions urged 
for state's economic stability 


Gov. Dan Walker should give 
top priority to immediate 
energy relief for the state, the 
Illinois State Chamber of 
Commerce said Wednesday 

In aj letter to the governor, 
Lester W. Brann Jr., president 
of the 19,000-member statewide 
business organization, com 
mended Walker for proposing 
long-term solutions to the 
energy problem, but expressed 
concern about Illinois’ “ir 
mediate’ economic stability. 

The major weakness in the 
governor's energy programs, 
Brann said, is “lack of proposed 
actions to meet the immediate 
needs of the state during the 
current crisi Brann said 

long-range proposals are 
necessar, but short-term 
action is vital.” 

Referring to the 1974 State-of 
the-State message, Brann 
commended the governor for 
his desire to obtain a $1 billion 
coal research center for Illinois, 
and suggested immediate steps 
to determine whether the 
project is in the federal 
government's plans and is 
attainable. 

Brann recommended several 
steps by the state “to.provide a 


measure of early relief dyring 
this critical ‘period: in our 
economy.’’ He urged the 
governor to 

Give top priority con 
sideration to the state fuel 
allocation office, by providing 
adequate funding and a well- 
qualified staff. 

Direct ‘appropriate en- 
vironmental agencies to 
develop and promulgate new air 
pollution control regulations to 
allow for increased use of 
Ilinois coal by  Hlinois _ in- 
dustries. 

Support legislation (S. 589) 
which requires economic im- 
pact studies of existing and 
proposed pollution control 
regulations and the relationship 
between energy usage and 
environmental controls. 

Publicly comment on the 
potential adverse impact of new 
Yue! allocation regulations and 
the contingency gasoline 
rationing program —_ by 
delineating anticipated hard- 
ships, disruptions, and 
economic effects on Ilinois 

Expedité establishment of a 
rate structure to encourage 
utilities to expand existing 
power generating capacity, in 


addition to installation of syllur 
removal equipment 

Take the lead in recom 
mending code revisions 
currently blocking energy 
conservation efforts in schools.

Mail turkey hunting 
applications Friday 


If you plan to bag a wild 
turkey in Illinois, you’re going 
to have to play a little game 
first. It’s called ‘‘lottery.”” 

Conservation Director 
Anthony Dean has said that in 
the interest of fairness in 
assigning the total of 1,600 wild 
turkey permits, no applications 
will be accepted before Feb. 11, 
and on that date, applications 
coming by mail will be filled 
before any made in person. 

“In order to get a permit to 
hunt wild turkeys,” Dean said, 
“hunters should mail their

Building, 

Springfield, TIL, 62706, enclosing 
the $5 fee. 

“The applications should be 
mailed on the afternoon of Feb. 
8, a Friday. The mail will then 
all get to our offices on Monday, 
Feb. 11, in the morning, and 
the staff will just start reaching 
into the bags: and filling the 
requests. 

“Any applications received 
before Feb. 11 will be returned 
to the sender.” 

Applications should be ad- 
dressed ‘‘Department of 
Conservation—Turkey.”” 

Wild: turkey season this year 
has been expanded to two five- 
day periods:in April 

Last year) there were two 
three-day hunting seasons for 
the wily birds, which disap- 
peared in the state sometime 
before 1900. 

Several attempts to slart new 
flocks failed when pen-raised 
wild turkeys were released 
because they refused to settle in 
the wild and merely returned to 
nearby farms to feed. 

When wild turkeys trapped in 
other states were released in 
Illinois in 1960, the population of 
the birds began to grow 
steadily, and hunting was 
permitted again for the first 
time in 1969. 

The season this year will be 
April 17 through 21, and April 26 
through 30. Only Alexander, 
Jackson, Pope and Union 
counties permit wild turkey 
hunting and applicants must 
specify first and second choices 
of county and dates. 

There are 200 permits for 
each season in each county, for 
a total of 400 per county, or 1,600 
in all 

Last year, according to Jack 
Calhoun of the department's 
wildlife resources section, all 


1,600 permits were taken except 
for a few in the second period in 
Pope county.

With roughly 1,560 hunters 
holding permits, 43 birds were 
taken Calhoun points out, 
though, that the 1973 season was 
“a total disaster,”’ with heavy. 
rains, flooding, windstorms and 
even a couple of tornadoes 
during the six days of hunting. 

Only one tarkey gobbler 
may be taken by a hunter, 
who must use a 10 to 20 gauge 
shotgun containing no more 
than three shells, loaded with 
nothing larger than number 
four shot. 

Live decoys and electroni¢ 
calls are illegal, and hunting 
is permitted only from a half 
hour before sunrise until 11 
a.m. daylight saving time. 
~Hunter's must have a current 

hunting license, which costs 
$3.25, as well as the. turkey 
permit, : 

No more than two ap- 
plications may be sent in the 
same envelope or submitted 
over the counter. If a hunter 
gets.a turkey, it must be taken, 
whole, to the designated county 
check station on the same day. 

Once a hunter has killed 9 
gobbler, he is not allowed back 
in the field, with a gun, with any 
other turkey. hunting party. 

Director Dean urged hunters, 
once they secure a permit, to 
scout the area’ where they in- 
tend to hunt, since “turkeys are 
hard to find; you aren't going to 
just walk out into the field and 
shoot one."" 

Calhoun added some advice 
““You aren’t going to even see a 
wild turkey unless you call to 
him,” so some practice with a 
turkey call, or 
some practice in making noises 
like a hen turkey, would appear 
to be in order.

Valentine decorations have 
always been fun to make, 
mainly because the colors 
pink and red are gay and 
spirit raising. The heart- 
shape design is easy for 
everyone to make: simply 
fold a square paper in half and 
cut half a heart, unfold. 

This table decoration is 
made of hearts and flowers, in 
shades of red and pink tissue 


paper. 

To make the hearts you use 
readily: shaped, reasonable 
stiff malleable wire (for small 
hearts you may use pipe 
cleaners). Gut several paper 
patterns of varying sizes, 
trace on heavy cardboard 
(grocery cartons) and cut out. 
Bend the wire around the 
cardboard pattern, starting at 
the bottom point of the heart, 
leaving one to ‘two inches of 
wire at the point, this to be 
twisted and inserted into the 
plastic foam base. (Fig. 1). 

‘After shaping the wire, rub 
household glue around one 
heart-shaped wire and lay flat 
on the pink tissue paper; 
allow to dry (Fig. 1). While 
the glue is drying, cut small 
heart shapes from red tissue 
and glue at random to the pink 
heart and allow to dry (Fig. 
1). When the glue is dry, cut 
away excess tissue around the 
wire frame. Rub glue on tne 
other side of the wire, lay flat 
on the pink tissue, allow to 
dry, and again cut away ex- 
cess. 

To trim the wire frame or 
edge of the heart, use red wool 
yarn or rub glue around the 


‘edge and dip in silver 


sparkles. For a really fancy 
heart, gathered dime store 
white cotton lace may be used 
around the edge. 

Make several sizes of hearts 
and reverse the colors of tis- 
sue for added interest. 

You may make your favor- 
ite tissue flowers or miniature 
rosebuds. ' 

To make miniature roses, 
cut strips of tissue 7 inches 
long by 2 inches wide, fold 
over about 3 inch along the 7 
inch side. Dip a cotton tipped 
swab in glue and slide across 
the unfolded long edge of the 


tissue piece 

Now take a piece of wire 
(No, 24), and dip about one- 
third inch in glue and place on 
the left of the folded tissue, 
start to roll to the right tightly 
at first, after a couple of turns 
ease the tissue around the 
wire so that it creases (this 
gives fullness to the flower) 
continue to roll and ease to the 
ead of the tissue length. 

To finish the flower, wind 
florist tape firmly around the 
bottom of the tissue paper and 
down, the wire stem and then 
cut the stem to the desired 
length (Figs. 2 and 3). 

When the hearts and 
flowers are completed, insert 
them artfully in a large 
square of plastic foam or cut a 
large plastic foam ball in half.

State checking 250 
gasoline complaints 


About 250 citizens’ complaints 
have been lodged with the fuel 
abuse task force created Jan. 16 
by Gov. Dan Walker to in- 
vestigate unfair trade practices 
by fuel distributors 

Motorists ‘may’ call 312-298- 
1916 in the Chicago area, 217- 
525-5640 downstate, or the 
nearest state police district 
headquarters (345-1212) to 
report price gouging, hoarding, 
discrimination, unfair trade 
practices or gas watering by 
service stations or other fuel 
distributors. 

State police said Wednesday 
that 107 calls involved com- 
plaints that gasoline is being 
diluted with water, including.a 
call from a motoriSt in Nor- 
thlake who reported an at- 
tendant pumping water from a 
garden hose into gasoline 
storage tanks. 

Many drivers said they were 
only able to drive a few blocks 
from a station before their cars 
quit, some requiring 
mechanical servicing. 

Because of the frequency of 
dilution reports, the Bureau of 
Identification of the Depart- 
ment of Law Enforcement will 
now process gasoline samples 
collected by field inspectors. 

Price gouging complaints 
have accounted for 50 calls, and 
36 persons suspecting -dis- 
crimination have filed com- 
plaints. 

Trooper Gary Knight, of 
Gov. Walker's security detail, 
checked a station in north 
suburban Chicago that was 
open on Sundays and when 
other stations in the area had no 
gasoline. 

When Knight asked for 
gasoline at the station, he was 
told he would need a car wash to 
buy fuel at 54.9 cents for 
regular. Later, Knight said he 
traced to the same station an ad 
in a Chicago newspaper for 
1,000-gallon amounts at) 60.9 
cents a gallon with a $500-$600 
delivery fee. The Internal 
Revenue Service is now 
auditing the station’s books. 

Among other complaints 
forwarded to the IRS was one of 
service station in Calumet Park 
reportedly selling regular gas 
for 52.9 cents and ethyl for 59.9 
when the federal sticker in- 
dicated the fuel should be sold 
for no higher than 48.9 and 55.9. 

A station_in Elmhurst was 
reported for not displaying the 


federal stickers while selling 
gas for 57.9 regular and 60.9 
cents per gallon premium. 

A station in Wood Dale 
reportedly was selling a 
maximum of $3 gas except to 
established customers, who 
were allowed to buy more. 

‘The Sangamon County sheriff 
reported that storage tanks 
were being filled at an aban- 
doned station in Glenarm, south 
of Springfield, and that tanks 
mounted on pickup trucks were 
being filled after dark. 

Reports were received from 
Chicago motorists who said 
they were told they would have 
to pay $40 to join a station’s club 
before receiving gasoline, and 
from others who were required 
to’ purchase a car wash with 
gasoline. 

Personnel from the task 
force, including state troopers, 
deputy state fire marshals and 
weights and measures in- 
spectors from the Department 
of Agriculture, seeks to verify 
all calls received on the 
telephone lines and turn over 
information to the IRS or local- 
level authorities.

which reveals ‘deep feel- 
ings.” To her, a nest is a 
place that is “soft and 
pleasant” and a place of 
“great importance.”

Plans for formation of a 
committee to oversee drainage 
projects in this area were

The per capita loss from fires 
in Granite City during 1973 
averaged $5.22 fot’ each man 
woman and child, according to 
ihe Fire Department's annual 
report presented to the City 
Council Monday night by Fire 
Chief Don Parente. 
Fire losses of $309,140 were 
reported during the year with 
damage to buildings, 
damage to contents and 
damage to motor 
vehicles. These losses did not

TREATY SIGNED 

Feb. 2, 1848, the United

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Big lead for Stevenson in polls

The biggest ‘among . many 
dilemmas facing the 
Republican. leadership. in 
Illinois early in this election 
year\is what political strategy 
to use against ineumbent 
Democratic: U.S. Sen. Adlai E. 

Stevenson. 

This problem has syppianted 
the previous. Number One 
problem on the 1974 GOP 
priority. list; agreement on a 


major candidate for the Senate, 
now resolved with selection of 
George M. Burditt of LaGrange, 
a Chicago area. attorney and 
former state representative. 

Although Burditt's ‘first 
personal swing about the state 
displayed some inexperienced 
stumbling and caused grum- 
bling among established Down- 
state party figures, there is still 
a feeling that with experience 
and good advice he~could 
develop into an éffective 
campaigner 


The big GOP problem in the 

Senate race is not Burditt, but 
Stevenson. What is especially 
disturbing to Republicans is 
that Stevenson. appears to be 
even a more formidable can- 
didate than was believed a year 
ago. 
Circulating confidentially 
gmong top Republican 
strategists is a respected poll 
taken last fall primarily for the 
benefit of a then potential 
candidate, U. S. Rep. John B- 
Anderson of Rockford. 


After reading the poll and an 
accompanying detailed 
analysis, GOP leaders can 
appreciate why Anderson 
decided against challenging 
Stevenson. 

Poll findings punctured two 
general assumptions held about 
Stevenson by both Republican 
and Democratic politicians at 
the Statehouse. 

These assumptions are that 
many voters may consider 
Stevenson too lackluster and 
dull to be an effective leader, 
and also that he has not ac- 
complished much on his own 
and owes his success only to the 
family name. 


However, Republican 
pollsters found voters rejecting 
both of these assertions by big 
margins, 21 to 48 and 28 to 46, 
respectively. 

‘Also discouraging to Republi- 
cans is the fact that the poll 
gave no inditation that Tllinois 
voters might turn against 
Stevenson because he is an 
incumbent and that Americans 
presumably are mad at anyone 
holding office. By a nearly two 
to- one majority (49-25). poll 
respondents indicated they 
would like to see Stevenson 
reelected. fc 

In a commentary poll report, 
authors stated that ‘‘this can be 


considered a relatively strong 
endorsement compared to 
normal responses on a question 
like this in. competitive two- 
party states ” * 
Intensifying the gloom for the 
GOP was the finding that while 
Democrats. as expected. 
strongly favored Stevenson's 
re-election by 63-12 per cent, 
and independents by 44 to 28, 
fully 33 per cent of Republicans 
did so, too. 
‘A special problem for Burditt 
is that the poll found Stevenson 
exceptionally strong in high 
income, college “educated, 
heavily Republican suburbs of 
Cook County, where Burditt 


would be expected to do well. 
Stevénson’s approval rating 
in the Cook suburbs was 71 to 11. 
and among those with incomes 
‘of $15.000 or more, 63 to 12. This 
compares to a statewide rating 
of 55 to 13. z 
The poll does provide one 
slight ray of for the 
Republicans and Burditt and 
could provide them with 4 
campaign issue. : 
A substantial number of those 
polled felt that. ‘Stevenson 
nds tog much time on 
national problems and does not 
make a great enough.effort to 
help Illinois.”” i: 
‘The results on this charge were 
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23 to 37 per cent, with 3 signifi- 
cant 40 per Gent “don’t 
know.’ Compared to other | 
findings, all heavily in 
Stevenson’s favor, this could be 
significant. 

Perhaps Burditt can mount ip 
an effective campaign on that 
issue.

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levee control issue into balloting in all Board Districts of 2 counties 


There has been a lot of talk in 
recent years about “abolishing’’ the 
East Side Levee and Sanitary 
District. The idea sounds good, 
because who likes to pay property 
taxes? 

Particularly do people dislike 
financially supporting an agency 
that for most of seven decades has 
hired, purchased and awarded con- 
tracts in a manner bad for taxpayers 
but good for politics, specifically 
East St. Louis city hall politics, 

For this reason, Quad-Cityans 
might be expected to jump on the 
bandwagon to support a bill 
prepared for introduction at 
Springfield by State Rep. Monroe L. 
Flinn, Granite City Steel Co. yard- 
master and a legislator from the 
57th District, immediately south of 
here. But they do not appear to be 
enchanted by it; it does not really 
abolish the levee system but merely 
replaces it with another district. 

Mr. Flinn asked us for any com- 
ments we might have after 
reviewing the bill, and here are our 
conclusions: 

1. Because political abuses are 
responsible for much of the public 
dissatisfaction with the district, it 
would be ideal if the link with 
politics could be reduced in a suc- 
cessor district. 

Instead, the new taxing body 
would have trustees picked by coun- 
ty board chairmen, who in turn are 
chosen by county board members. 
This would spread the political 
ramifications of levee patronage 
and purchasing control to every 
county board district in both 
Madison and St. Clair Counties, 
rather than to the actual levee 
system boundaries (Quad-Cities and 
East St. Louis-Canteen-Centreville- 
Stites). 

2. Another central weakness of 
the existing East Side Levee and 
Sanitary District is its limited 
responsiveness to citizens’ wishes. 
The boundaries group together two 
distinct, non-contiguous, highly dif- 


ferent communities, neither one of 


which has much dialogue with the 
other. 
Quad-Cityans, who by far pay 


the most taxes and whose 


assessment is nearly as large of that 


of the southern portion of the Levee 
District, elect two trustees—a 
minority of the five-member levee 
board. 

The three East St. Louis area 
residents can and usually do control 
levee decisions; they do not run in 
the Quad-Cities, and they act ac- 
cordingly toward this community. 

The bill for a replacement 
district fails to alter the 2-3 makeup; 
Quad-Cityans still would have no 
voice in the filling of a majority of 
the levee trustee positions. 

3. The legislation injects none of 
the safeguards suggested for years 
as steps that might give taxpayefs a 
fairer break. £ 

The General Assembly has at its 
disposal numerous proposals along 
this line; we recall voicing a few our- 
selves at an official hearing con- 
ducted in East St. Louis during the 
1960s by an Illinois Senate-House 
panel headed by Sen. John Graham 
Industry, labor and taxpayer 
spokesmen also were heard. 

4. If direct election of levee 
trustees is to be ended, many people 
feel the best selection method would 
be appointment by the governor. No 
provision for such an alternative is 
included in the bill. 

5. The proposed conversion to a 
new multi-county district would con- 
tinue the legal obstacles that th- 
warted splitting of the district. 
Division into two more accountable- 
to-the-public districts was blocked in 
the courts despite enactment of a 
law to do precisely that—split the 
district—in December 1972. 

6. Although much emphasis is 
being placed on proposed creation of 
the office of an executive director, 
an individual who would be a 
registered professional engineer, 
policy would continue to be set by 
the trustees, who would have power 
to remove him. 

The changes would be ac- 
complished through a_ public 
referendum later this year. This 
seems like a lot of expense and 
trouble for a plan that ostensibly of- 
fers something new and good but in 
reality could lead to a wave of even 
deeper disappointment than is now 
felt toward the high-cost, low- 
service, debt-ridden agency.

that. But in doing so, we must 
remember that we are not 
making an end to a prayer. We 
are assenting to an opportunity 

If we look over that part of the 
world which is our primary 
concern, the bi-state region, I 
think we can say we have begun 
to seize the opportunity. I must 
add, however, that it took some 
very hard, less optimistic, 
words delivered a couple of 
years ago to help get us going. 

It's been almost two years 
now since George Romney 
delivered a speech inSt. Louis. I 
think it might be fair to say that 
the last time he came to see us 
he brought a message that hit 
with the impact of a  thun 
derbolt. 

That message produced 
action, and that’s one proof that 
it was more than just empty 
rhetoric. The fact that Mr. 
Romney has returned to visit us 
confirms my belief that he 
meant what he said.

Employment in the region 
was on the decline, the area’s 
population wasn't growing at 
the national rate for urban 
centers, and it was getting more 
and more difficult to find public 
resources to support the kinds 
of services people need 

Broken as we dre 
states, eight counties, 
umpteen municipalities and 
special purpose districts, we 
seemed at times to lack cither 
the will or the means to work 
together to do the things that 
most of us knew had to be done 
if our community was to escape 
chaos. 

This may well have been the 
driving reason why George 
Romney came to see us in 1972. 
By one means or another’ he 
knew—maybe Harry Morley 
slipped him a note under the 
table one day—that we weren't 
coming to grips with our 
problems 

At a Metropolitan Area 
Leadership Option meeting 
near downtown St. Louis he laid 
out some hard facts for us. 

His remarks were like a 
glassful of cold water in the 
face, and all of us can be 
grateful that he had the guts to 
throw it in our faces.

The line of descent from the

Assemblies and the U.S 
Congress, SLACOG will come 
into existence as a device giving 
this two-state community things 
that we have never before 
possessed 

It will for the first time join 
planning to implementation by 
marrying, in effect, the East- 
West Gateway Coordinating 
Council to the  Bi-State 
Development Agency. 

Thus it will create at least the 
possibility that some of the 
beautiful plans that this region 
has been hatching for years 
such fields as transportation 
and land use might someday be 
put into operation.

Check details of U.S. health proposals 


To the Editor: 

‘Some form of national health 
insurance is coming; that’s for 
sure. 

In the House, over 60 per cent 
of the representatives have 
introduced bills on the subject. 
And 58 senators have their 
names attached to one proposal 
or another. Added to all of the 
above, we now have an 
Administration _ health-insur- 
ance bill. 

It's coming. So the real 
question is, how much is it going 
to cost you? * 

Comparing the various 
health-care plans is difficult, 
even for an expert, bécause 
they differ so widely in things 
like who is covered, what 
benefits are provided, who pays 
how much for what, and who 
runs which part of the program. 

Of the six major proposals, 
one calls for a total federal 
takeover of the entire health 
field; another proposes a 
combination of two kinds of 


coverage—protection against 
the costs of very expensive 
illness (catastophic illne&s) for 
everyone, plus a federalization 
of the joint federal-state 
Medicaid program for the poor. 

Four require employers to 
offer a standardized health 
health insurance _ benéfit 
“package” to employes, and 
also propose ‘a new semi- 
government program for low- 
income people, as a 
replacement for Medicaid. 

Here are some general 
principles to keep in mind, to 
help in evaluation of the details: 

1. How does the total cost of 
one plan compare with the total 
cost of another? 

Be suspicious of claims that 
“the government” or “your 
employer’ will pay all, 
or most of the cost. No 
matter how cleverly the costs 
are hidden, they will get back to 
you, the worker, -one way or 
another. 


Another issue, 


important 


related to total cost, is the 
schedule of future payments. 
Congress learned—with the 
Social Security law—that it 
could sell Americans on very 
expensive social welfare 
programs by starting them on a 
low level and gradually in- 
creasing the charges. 

When Social Security began, 
the maximum annual tax on a 
wage earner was $30. Today it is 
$772.20 and still climbing. 
Employers have to match this 
amount dollar-for-dollar. 

2. Can the benefit “package” 
be varied to suit Jocal needs an 
conditions? 

Specifically, can an employer 
and his employes pick and 
choose among various desirable 
options, beyond the required 
minimum? Or do they have to 
take one, standard package, 
and like it? 

3, What about cost control? 
Would benefit recipients have to 
pay some portion of their total 
medical bills? Or could they 


leaders can decide together 
what should be done for the 
people of this region and then 
actually do it. 

SLACOG is far from being the 
only outgrowth of Rom- 
ney’s speech.

Paul Sehuler, the Highway, 
Traffic and Transportation 
Committée of the Chamber said 
il “suggests that yout traffi 
chginee? or aldermen make a 
survey of yodr eoimmynity, 
intersection by intersection, to 
reduce the riumber of traffic 
controls f@ the minimym con. 
sistent with vehiele and 
pedestrian safety.” 

The chamber committee 
added that “We woyld also 
strongly urge that serious study 
be made by traffic engineers 
prior to placemefit of futyre 
traffie controls.”” 

The éommittee told council 
members that a survey of eight 
major Granite City stfeets over 
stretehes totaling 56 blocks, 
revealed a total of 31 stops. 

Based on @ 1973. average 
vehiele count of the in- 
terseetions involved, the 
committee said “we found that 
114,100 stops and starts would 
be made (each day) on those 
streets.”” 

The committee added that 
“We feel that if just a few un- 
necessary stops were 
eliminated it would be 
beneficial tothe motorist and 
surely be a start in conservation 
of petroleum products in our 
communities. We also feel that 
there would be a side effeét in 
the elimination of — air 
pollutants.”” 

In its survey, the committee 
listed an 11-block stretch of 
State Street from 29th to 18th 
Street in whieh it found eight 
stop signs. Average daily 
vehiele travel over that area 
was set at 4,900 vehicles, 
meaning @ total of 37,200 stops 
and starts per day 

The survey listed similar 
examples on Bénton Street, 25th 
Street, 23rd Street, St. Clair 
Avenue, Rock Road and 18th 
Street 

Alderman Walter Nonn ob- 
jected to the proposal, noting 
that Rock Road includes three 
stop signs ‘whieh are necessary 
to the safety of children going to 
and from school.’ He and 
Alderman Steve Basari¢h said 
the stop signs are the only 
protection the childten have. 

Alderman Roy Poulos said 
the stop signs deter speeding 
and, in most instances, were 
posted in tesponse to requests 
by residents of the areas in 
which they are located. 

Alderman Sam Whitmer 
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remarked that a few years ago 
when the city had a traffic 
engineer, . the —_ engineer 
fecomimended removal of a 
large number of stop signs 
“1 bet anything most of them 
are back up by-now,"’ he said. 
Alderman Claude Green 
said he believed the chamber is

Politically-motivated actions 
by Nameoki Town Supervisor 
Loyis “Whitsell, District 26 
member of the Madison County 
Board, have harmed taxpayers, 
it was ¢harged today by Edgar 
Patrick.

Cholesterol—friend or foe?

Consumers continue to ask 
questions about cholesterol — a 
topic kept controversial by a 
continuing “debate among 
concerned professionals, notes 
Robert Reber, University of 
Illinois Extension nutrition 
specialist 

Dietary cholesterol was 
linked to heart disease when it 
was found that persons with 
atherosclerosis (hardening of 
the arteries) usually have 
higher blood cholesterol levels 

persons without the 
disease 

At, first, some investigators 
assumed that, high dietary 
cholesteroF “increased 
cholesterol levels in the blood, 
causing fat-like deposits inside 
artery walls. 

Such a cause 
relationship has 
convincingly proven. Both 
conditions may be merely 
symptons of the disease. 

Cholesterol is a normal 
constituent of animals cells, 
Reber adds. Bile salts, needed 
for fat digestion, are made from 
cholesterol 

The Vitamin D made in your 
skin by the action of ultraviolet 
rays is made from 7-dehydro- 
cholesterol. Even some steroid 
hormones are made from it 

Several body tissues can 
make cholesterol, although 
most is made in the liver. 

When dietary cholesterol is 
increased, the amount made in 
the body decreases. Conversely, 
when dietary cholesterol is 
decreased, body tissues 


and effect 
yet to be 


produce more, he explains. 

Key enzymes involved in 
cholesterol synthesis probably 
are responsible for the ‘checks 
and balances” system. And it is 
this system that maintains 
normal body levels in most 
individuals, so that some 
cholesterol will be present in the 
body tissues even if it is com- 
pletely eliminated from the 
diet 

But with some persons, 
something goes wrong. Controls 
break down, blood cholesterol 
increases, and atherosclerosis 
and coronary heart disease 
develop. 

Learning the precise nature 
of this deranged cell 
metabolism’ may help prevent 
or cope with the disease. 

Should intakes of this fat-like 
substance be controlled — at 
least until some of the 
mysteries of cholesterol 
metabolism are unraveled? 

Diets of most American 
adults supply upwards of 600 
milligrams of cholesterol a day 
Advocates of “low-cholesterol”” 
diets recommend cutting this 
intake in half. 

Individuals who seem to be 
predisposed to the problem 
should find out as early as 
possible, and a cholesterol- 
controlled diet should be started 
under a phsician's guidance, 
Reber notes 

Restricting dietary 
cholesterol doesn’t help ail 

ons suffering from the 
— but it does help some. 

Because of this, the plasma 
lipid profile (including 
cholesterol) should become a 
routine part of all’ physical

examinations from early 
adulthood on. 

What about the other adults 
whose plasma lipid profiles 
appear normal? Should they go 


on low-cholesterol diets by 


restricting intakes of foods like 


meat, milk, and eggs? 

Based on what we know now, 
it would be a questionable 
practice for these adults to 
drastically restrict cholesterol 
intake. 

Foods containing substantial 
amounts of cholesterol are 
excellent sources of essential 
nutrients needed for good 
health. The most important 
point is to eat foods that supply 
adequate amounts of all 
nutrients while maintaining a 
desirable weight. 

Remember — diet is only one 
of the factors linked to heart 
disease, Reber notes. 

Heredity, stress, lack of 
exercise, smoking, diabetes and 
high blood pressure are some of 
the non-dietary —_ factors 
associated with atherosclerosis 
and coronary heart disease.

Burt Reynolds is the type of 
fellow who will venture into 
almost anything at least once. 
This time he’s aimed his 
many talents toward the re- 
cording field and “‘Ask Me 
What I Am” on Mercury Rec- 
ords is a very fine first effort. 
However, this jump into the 
world of music isn’t a spur-of- 
the-moment thing for Burt. 

“actually it started about 
two-and-a-half years ago,” 
recalled Reynolds in a recent 
interview. “Bobby Goldsboro 
was visiting me when I did 
‘Deliverance.’ We used to sit. 
around picking and singing, 
which I love to do when no- 
body’s listening. Anyway, 
Bobby said, ‘You should do an 
aibum.’ 

“Well, I really didn’t want 
to do one at the time because 
to be quite honest with you, 


~ when I listen to say Kris Kris- 


tofferson, I don’t listen to hear 
him sing, I listen to what he 
has to say. And at that time I 
just didn’t feel I had anything 
to say worth recording.” 

However, in the last couple 
of years things have changed 
for Burt, He feels that an aw- 
fu) lot of things that were be- 
ing said about him were ridic- 
ulous and all blown out of pro- 
portion, giving him. a false 
image. 

“So I thought perhaps if I 
did an album where it was 
kind of romantic and had 
sorne thoughts of some square 
things that a lot of people as 
well as myself think about, 
maybe it would help this 
image. But I didn’t really do it 
just to show people,I could 
sing a meter or two. I cut the 
LP because I thought now I 
had something to say.” 

Burt has no ideas of making 
another album. He had a tre- 
mendous time with this one 
and if you listen you'll find 
that he has related his own 
very personal feelings in each 
and every cut on the LP. 

“Actually, I was kind of 
shocked, not because it was 
easy to make but because it 
was so much fun. We sort of 
laid back at ease and re 
corded it. In fact, I sang a 
couple of songs at 4 in. the 
morning thinking, ‘Gee, 
wasn't I terrific.’ Although 
admittedly in the light of day 
there were a couple I'd have 
liked to have sung over.”” 

“J think it would have been 
a mistake to stretch the LP 
out and try to get perfection,” 
he said, “because I might 
never have arrived at its real 
point and another thing, it 
wouldn't have been as casual 
and as fun as I wanted it to 
be."” 


Part of Burt’s success lies 
in his backup musicians, for 
they are a fine lot. The LP was 
recorded in Nashville and 
musicians around there seem 
‘to be sort of one big family, all 
wanting to lend a helping 
hand to a good cause. 

“They'd heard I wanted to 
do an album and I guess they 
partly were curious and I sup- 
pose some wanted to meet 
me. It turned out to be a very: 
pleasurable experience be- 
cause they gave me a lot of 
confidence plus a good time. I 
think if I’d known how good 
they were and how many 
credits they had — most of 
them could buy and sell me — 


I would have been much more - 


nervous, But they kind of just 
came flocking in wearing 
Levi's, laughing and giggling 
and I felt like I was in my liv- 
ing room not a recording stu- 
dio, which is the way I wanted 
the album. to sound.” 

Running down through a list 
of the cuts, Burt claims that 
each one in one way or an- 
otter relates to his own life, 
“Childhood 1949”' is definitely 
a Goldsboro song, but it was 
the same time in which Burt 
was growing up so he decided 
to kick off the album with it. 
“Till I Get It Right” is a 
Tammy Wynette song about 
love and happens to be: Burt’s 
favorite song on the album. 
“Ask Me What I Am” is per- 
haps one of the finest cuts and 
he says;

they are judicial proceedings, 
like a court trial.

Capital investments totaling 
nearly $12 million are expected 
to be made in Illinois because of 
new plants and expanding 
facilities announced along the 
Norfolk and Western Railway 
last year.

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Tax tip—Deduct 


casualty 


When Dr. Watson exclaimed: 
“What a clever deduction, 
Holmes!” he didn’t mean a tax 
deduction, of course. 

“You don’t have to be a 
Sherlock Holmes to track down 
deductible items,” says tax 
expert Sanford Kahn, “but. it 
does help\if you approach the 
search with the instincts of a 
detective — that is, alertly, 
carefully, doggedly,” 

One of the most often 
overlooked tax deductions also 
can be one of the largest, ac- 
cording to Kahn. That deduction 
is casualty loss — the damage to 
property as a result of sudden 
calamities such as burglary, 
fire or flood. 

“A casualty loss can amount 
to thousands of dollars,’ says 
Kahn, “yet many taxpayers 
aren’t even aware of this 
deduction.” 

To determine a casualty loss 
deduction, Kahn instructs, 
subtract “the value of the 
property after the loss from the 
value of the property before the 
loss; less $100. 

He cites these examples of 
potential casualty —_ loss 
deductions: 

—If a windstorm causes 
$1,000 in damage to your house 
and this money is not reim- 
bursed by insurance, you can 
list a $900 deduction on your tax 
form, whether or not you ac- 
tually make the repairs. “Of 
course,” Kahn adds, “you must 
be able to verify the extent of 
the damage if the Internal 
Revenue Service asks you.” 

—If you have a bad auto 
accident and damages to your 
car are not recovered by in- 
surance, you can deduct the loss 
of value over $100 again 
whether or not you have the car 
fixed 

“The question of casualty 
hinges on the word ‘sudden’,”” 
says Kahn 

“Wf you misplace.a ring only 
to discover a year later that it is 
missing, that is not a casualty 
loss. But if your ring ac- 
cidentally goes down a drain, 
that is. 

Casualty loss is only one of 
many  often-overlooked 
deductions, Kahn asserts. 

“Now that doctors’ house 
calls are a thing of the past,” he 
says, “don’t forget mileage to 
and from the doctor's office if 
you take a medical deduction 
that is, if your medical costs 
total more than three per cent 
or your gross income. 

‘You may either deduct the 
actual fare paid or, if you drive, 
six cents a mile, plus parking 
and tolls.” 

Those with two jobs can 
deduct mileage from one job to 
another. They may deduct 12 
cents a mile for driving or the 
actual fare. 

“Tf you actually don’t travel

losses 


from one job to the other, but 
return home first, you may still 
take the deduction for the 
distance between jobs,” says 
Kahn. 

“Moreover, you can take this 
deduction even if you don’t 
itemize. It’s called an em- 
ploye’s business expense, and 
you can take it in addition to the 
standard deduction.” 

Other business-connected 
deductions also are frequently 
overlooked. 

The mechanic who provides 
his own micrometer, the car- 
penter who buys his own tools, 
the policemen or doormen who 
buy their own uniforms — all 
may take these items as 
deductions. 

“In fact,” says Kahn, ‘‘the 
cost of any clothes specially 
worn for.the job — a jacket with 
the company name on it, for 
example — can be deducted. 

“So can the cost of uniform 
maintenance, which | ‘may 
amount to considerably more 
than the original cost of the 
item.” 

Finally, says Kahn, any in- 
vestment expense. may be 
deducted by an investor. 

This includes such items as 
subscriptions to The Wall Street 
Journal or Forbes, or the cost of 
an investment service. 

It also includes the cost’ of 
contacting your broker, in- 
cluding both transportation and 
phone calls. 

Just how important are 
deductions. from a_ financial 
point of view? 

“Even at the lowest taxable 
income level,’’ says Kahn, 
“once you've subtracted 
exemptions and deductions, 
there’s a 14 per cent tax on the 
very first taxable dollar. 

“That means that for every 
$1 of deduction you take, you 
get a 14-cent cash saying. And 
the percentage increases with 
earnings. 

“If you're a single person 
with $10,000 of taxable income, 
you've saved at least 27 cents in 
tax for each dollar deducted. 

“A married couple with 

2,000 in taxable income is 
saving at least a quarter in tax 
for every dollar deducted 

The moral, he says, is that it 
can pay the taxpayer to hunt for 
all deduction possibilities. 

“Tax filing should no longer

This 
fund is used to operate and 
maintain more than 309,000 
acres of land for public hunting 
and to protect game in danger of 
extinction. To date more than 
$1.7 million have been deposited 
into this fund. 

‘At this time the department 
feels that money is best spent 
developing resources--rather than 
building shooting rartges. 

The department does train 
instructors to teach hunter safe- 
ty courses in public schools. This 
includes classroom instruction 
and field training using the 
ranges of local sportsman clubs

chore,” he says. ‘You can play 
amateur detective — and find 
it's a financially rewarding 
game!”

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Reduction in 
scholarships 
for teaching 


Not todo many years ago, 
teachers were in demand. Then 
the advent of “teacher defer- 
ments” during the early years 
of the Vietnam war, among 
other things, changed all that. 
In 1969, the supply caught up 
with the demand. 

One of the ramifications of 
this trend is the demise of state 
teacher scholarships. 

“We once issued about 5,000 of 
these scholarships per year,” 
explains Marla Warner of the 
Office of the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction’s scholar- 
ships division. “Now we have 
about 250, all in the field of 
special education.” 

The four-year scholarships 
were awarded annually to 
students wishing to obtain a 
degree in education and sub- 
sequently teach school in 
Illinois 

Issued on the basis of high 
school or junior college 
enrollment. these scholarships 
carried with them the 
stipulation that the holder must 
teach a certain amount of years 
in Illinois or repay the 
equivalent of the waived tuition 
plus interest. This ended in 1972 

In addition, 15 teacher 
scholarships were awarded to 
persons receiving high school 
equivalency certificates during 
the previous year who achieved 
an average standards score on 
all General Education 
Development tests . This also 
ended in 1972 

Also, 500 additional ‘‘at 
large” teacher scholarships 
were awarded to Illinois adults 
who wished to complete an 
education program and applied 
for it through the OSPI This 
ended last year 

However, the state will 
continue to honor the rights of 
any person issued a scholarship 
before the Oct. 1, 1973, cutoff 
date. 

“The only teacher scholar. 
ships we have left now are those 
in the field of special 
education,” she related. “‘They 
are awarded strictly on the 
basis of the applicant's ACT 
(American College Testing) 
scores. The scores of every 
applicant are ranked from the 
highest to the lowest.”’ 

Anyone holding a teacher 
scholarship must teach two 
years in Illinois before his debt 
is considered paid. a 

When first enacted, the law 
directed that these two years 
must be within three years 
following graduation or ter. 
mination. However, this time 
period has been changed to two 
years within five years 
following completion or ter- 
mination. 

“After four years, the holder 
must either teach or begin 
paying back the tuition 
equivalent plus interest,”’ she

“If a student terminates his 
educational studies, he is 
obligated to reimburse the state 
upon. termination or com 
pletion.” 
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End Nike Hercules 
air defense in state 


Maj. Gen. Harold R. Patton, 
adjutant general,of Illinois, this 
week confirmed plans for 
inactivation of the Nike Her- 
cules Army Air Defense 
Program in the state. 

The Illinois Army National 
Guard has participated in this 
air defense program since 1956. 

Units affected by the decision 
are the Ist Battalion (HERC), 
202nd Air Defense Artillery, 
with headquarters at Arlington 
Heights in Northern Wfinois, 
and the ‘following tining bat- 
teries: Battery A_ at 
Homewood; Battery B at 
Addison; and Battery D at 
Northfield. 

There are 489 National Guard 
officers and enlisted men in the 
program in Illinois. Of this 
total, 280 are full-time 
technicians 

The full-time technician 
spaces represented in the air 
defense program are being 
retained in the National Guard 
throughout the U. S. 

Gen. Patton said every effort 
is being made to offer alter- 
native positions to the 
technicians who will lose their 


assignments as a result of the 
inactivations. When this, in- 
volves a geographical 
displacement, the technician 
will receive compensation from 
the federal government. 

Army National Guardsmen 
assigned to units in the air 
defense program will be 
assigned by the Adjutant 
General's Office to other guard 
units within the. state for the 
remaining period of current 
enlistments. Service school 
opportunities will probably 
exist where new skills must be 
acquired. . 

In recent, years, the Army 
National Guard air defense 
program has been phased down 
to27 batteries in 11 battalions in 
10 states. 

Elimination of the program is 
a result of a Department of 
Defense review which con- 
cluded that the reduced nature 
of the potential bomber threat 
against the U. S. made this 
particular weapon system 
unnecessary. Active Army as 
well ay Army National Guard 
units in the air defense program 
are affected by the decision. 


Space group could build 
engine for autos—Price 


Cong. Melvin Price is spon: 
soring legislation which would 
assign to the National 
Aeronautics and Space 
Administration the job of 
developing an automobile 
engine which would be highly 
fuel efficient and at the time 
meet all mandated air quality 
standards. 

“Auto energy consumption is 
a critical factor in our energy 
shortage,” Price said. ‘Car 
engines consume between 40 
and 50 per cent of all our crude 
oil production 

“The urgent need to reduce 
this consumption, in view of the 
fuel shortage, and to meet auto 
emission standards has been 
particularly apparent of late. 

“I have become convinced 
that NASA can do the job,” Rep. 
Price said. “it has a proven 
record of performance, ex- 
perience in high temperature 
materials, high temperature 


lubricants, and conversion of 
energy from one form to 
another. 

“It has a long history of 
providing technological support 
to other agencies. It already has 
ongoing programs in external 
combustion engine technology 
and in the nature of the com- 
bination process itself. At 
EPA’s request, NASA _ is 
cooperating with EPA's 
Advanced Automotive Pow: 
System Office in the 
technological area.”” 

Price concluded, “For NASA 
to be effective in this effort. it 
must be given a mandate and 
an authorization which will 
permit it to reorganize itself to 
accomplish this mission. My bill 
would accomplish this by 
enabling NASA to develop and 
evaluate a range of alternative 
ground propusion systems in 
cooperation with private in- 
dustry.”

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Fertilizer shortage 
makes soil test vital

The energy crisis and limited 

zer supplies make soil 

testing more important this 
year than ever before, says 
University of Illinois Extension 
Agronomist R. G. Hoeft. 

Reduced fertilizer supplies 
make efficient use of available 
fertilizer essential 

In* recent years, pientiful 
fertilizer supplies have led 
farmers to neglect having their 
soils tested. Hoeft explains. 
But testing is the only way to 
determine the fertility level of a 
field 
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phosphorus are in short supply 
in Mlinois. Potassium may 
limited as well. Fertilizer must 
be applied at the rates ~that 
result in maximum production 
per unit applied. 

But fertilizer where it is 
needed, not wasted, says Hoeft. 

If a soil has 4 high range of 
nutrient availability, it will not 
respond as well as ‘one that tests 
lower. 

Use soil tests to guide you. 
Give priority to fields with the 
lowest| level of available 
nutrients when fertilizer sup- 
plies are limited. : 

Limited fertilizer supplies 
call for a balanced fertility 
program, he continues. Crop 
yields are limited by the least 
available nutrient. 

For example, applying 
nitrogen to, a soil low in 
phosphorus probably won't 
produce an optimum yield 
increase unless you also apply 
phosphorus. 

If nitrogen is available and 
phosphorus isn’t, you will want 
to apply nitrogen on field that 
aren’t deficient in phosphorus 

Soil testing is the only way for 
you to discover which nutrient 
you need to achieve the 
required balance. 

Soil tests also indicate the pH 
level of soil. They help deter- 
mine the amount of lime needed 
to reach the optimum pH level 
for the crop you’re growing. 

Current ‘recommendations 
are to collect eleven samples for 
every 40-acre area, which 
means each soil sample 
represents three to four acres. 

‘The sample should be taken to 
represent the top six to eight 
inches of soil. Each sample 
should consist of approximately 
1, pint of soil 

You may ‘wish to bring your 
soil samples to the Extension 
office at Edwardsville. Each 
sample will be sent to the 
testing laboratory and the 
results of your test ‘plus 
recommendations will be 
forwarded in about three weeks. 

The cost of soil testing covers 
the laboratory charge for each 
test run. The cost for testing one 
soil sample for limestone, 
available phosphorus, total 
phosphorus and potassium is 
$1.25. 

SHEEP SHEARING 
SCHOOL—The University of 
Illinois Cooperative Extension 
Service will sponsor sheep 
shearing schools throughout the 
state again this year.
